News from tho enpital continues bad. 
Another Boxer and popular rising against 
the Ronan Catholics is adviied a4 having 
occurred in Hanchow, », téwn ‘forty miles 
to the south-east of Chéngtu, and 1,500 
converts aro reported killed. The com- 
mander of the French gunboat Oly ~whieh 
has been up the Min River all the summer

scene of the troubles. He has taken with 
him a machine gun and a guard of inarines, 
The Viceroy requested tho commanders 
of both the French and Qritish gua.
